THE NEAR BEER TAX PROBLEM. 

Georgia has collected less than $20,000 of the $250,000 it set out to raise 
for the support of ‘the state eee from a tax on the manufacture and 
sale of so-called “near beer.’ 

Hight per cent isn’t so bad for interest, but it’s rather slow work when 
it comes to the collection of the principal. 

It is true that in Atlanta the collection of the tax was for a time tied 
up by litigation, but the supreme court has disposed of that and given the 
state what, under ordinary circumstances, would be looked upon as clear 
sailing. ° ; 

Strange to say. however, there has been no rush of Atlanta dealers to 
the ordinary’s office with $200 checks to satisfy the state’s demand. 

What is the meaning of their backwardness? 

There were days when these same dealers—they carried a slightly dif- 
ferent stock, it is true—rushed post-haste with $1,000 checks for Atlanta and 
$300 -for the state. | . 

They were even cutting their cloth to pay Atlanta $2,000 a year in 1908 
when the state firmly informed them that neither it nor the city wanted 
their money. 

And now they are holding on to a little $200 like grim death. 

Once willing to pay $2,300, they now balk at a over less than a 
tenth of that sum. 

Down in Chatham county it is, apparently, 
absolute refusal to pay. 

The ground of this attitude—it comes from seemingly reliable hearsay— 
is that in Chatham they do not sell “near beer” and are, in fact, ignorant 
as to what that article is. 

Chatham offers the most interesting feature gf the whole problem. 
The state prohibition law inhibits the sale of real beer or any of its usual 
accompaniments. There cannot, therefore. be a tax levied upon it. 

But if a man sells real beer and a jury refuses to convict him of violation 
of the prohibition law, is he liable for the tax levied by the state upon 
dealers in “near beer?” ; 

That’s the interesting legal problem in the case. 
isn’t it? 

Possibly they look upon it as a case of taxing the spurious article very 
‘much as is done with oleomargarine, whereas the real butter is exempt. 
| While the Atlanta dealers are not exactly standing on the ground that 
they should be exempted because they sell the real thing, it looks as if they 
might be’ holding out for some sort of a compromise. 

Anyhow, where it is not denied that reak beer and real other things are 
sold openly, and in the other case that real beer is sold under the guise of 
“near beer,” the interesting question arises, “What is the state going to do 
about it?”

In a few cities six miles an hour, and in some even five miles, has been 
fixed as the maximum legal speed within corporate limits.

There have been too many accidents; a few more might result in still 
further curtailment of automobile liberties, and there will be more unless 
the speed tendency is checked. 

The police department has acted wisely, if somewhat slowly, in placing 
special officers upon those streets mostly used by automobiles for the pur- 
pose of keeping them within the ample limits of the law.
